Tells of Russia Trip 


A Portola Valley man shed 
some interesting sidelights on 
the Soviet Union this week— 
terming it “the land of the pro- 
letariat that only the rich can 
visit.” 

It still takes at least $30 a 
day, he said, to stay there 
through Intourist, the Soviet 
government travel bureau 
that directs all foreign tour- 
ists. 

The speaker was Joseph Roi- 
zen of 15 Los Charros Lane, 
Ampex Corporation engineer 
who video taped the famed 
Nixon-Khrushchev “kitchen de- 
bate’ in 1959. 

Unequivocal in his estimate 
of the meeting at the U.S. Ex- 
hibit in Moscow, Roizen said 
Khrushchev ‘walked all over 
Nixon.” He attributed this, in 
part, to the superior footwork 
of Mr. K’s interpreter. 


Moreover, he explained, Khru- 
shchev was in the picture more 
because of his mugging ability 
— and, of course, the immediate 
audience was behind him. Roi- 
zen described the Russian lead- 
er’s appearance as an effort to 
project himself as a country 
boy heading a poor, but honest 
country, as opposed to Nixon 
as a city slicker type. 

The uniformity of mediocrity 
and a “big brother’ atmos- 
phere were still pervasive ele- 
ments in Russia while Roizen 
was with the Ampex show at 
the six-week U.S. Exhibit. 


“I remember,” he said, “that 
a particular style of orange 
lampshade was _ practically 
the only thing of its type on 
the market because a certain 
government official happen- 
ed to like it.” 


And if a certain style of ar- 
chitecture caught officialdom’s 
eye as being highly functional, 
it would be carried through mo- 
notonously block after block, 
no matter how unpleasing from 
an esthetic point of view. 

Roizen noted that some of 
these buildings showed signs of 
“crumbling” at the outset, tes- 
tifying to what he terms the 
Soviet Union’s lack of a base 
of artisans. 

Many elderly women were 
still a common sight in crews 
building and repairing streets 
as Roizen ranged the country 
from Leningrad to Moscow to 
Kiev. 

For such travel, Roizen and 
natives alike needed govern- 
ment permits when it took 
them beyond a 30-mile radius 
of their home port. 

The “big brother is watching 
you” system also cropped up in

hotels, where matronly ladies 
were seated in corridors to 
oversee guests’ activities. 

Roizen recalled that an 
American college boy serving 
as interpreter at the U.S. Ex- 
hibit got himself into official 
hot water when he tangled with 
the woman in his hotel wing. 

He brushed her aside when 
she objected to his entering 
the room of an American 
girl working with him at the 
exhibit. 

The residences of all Ameri- 
can embassy personnel and a 
building rented by the U.S. Ma- 
rines for social functions were 
under 24hour surveillance of 
Soviet guards during Roizen’s 
stay.

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As We See It: 


Street Name Problem 
Needs Some Solution 


We don’t suppose anything will ever be done about 
it, but once again we'd like to renew a plea: Something 
ought to be done to eliminate at least a part of the massive 
confusion of street names in this area. 

We — and others — have for years pointed out there are 
too many street names in which “Oak” figures and that there 
are four “Laurel” thoroughfares within the boundaries of 
the Menlo Park Fire District. 

This cannot help but be confusing. 

Also, the situation can be dangerous. For a citizen, 
not remembering the name of the nearest cross street in 
time of emergency, or garbling the name so it sounds like 
the name of another cross street miles away because of ex- 
citement, is inviting disaster. 

The mailmen don’t have an easy time of it, either. It’s 
hard to get things separated out, to go to the proper com- 
munities. 

Out-of-town visitors, too, are easily victimized by the 
system. Unfamiliar with the area, they are apt to traipse 
all over. 

Maybe it’s too late to do anything about the situation. 
People get set in their ways. And we've even heard one 
citizen complain that the cognomen of his street shouldn't 
be changed from “lane” to “way” because he’d had his 
stationery printed and didn’t want to change it. 

Maybe something could be done by shifting just a few 
letters. “Laurel” could become “Laurela” in Atherton or 
“Taurele” in East Palo Alto. (That still leaves two “Laurel” 
streets in Menlo Park, but it’s a start.) Oak Grove could 
become “Oak Grova” in Atherton, and “Oak Grovem” in 
Menlo Park. 

The above, of course, is a pretty weak suggestion, 
pulled off the top of the head at the spur of the moment. 
There are undoubtedly better ones to be had. But even 
so, it offers definite advantages over the present ridiculous 
confusion. 

Maybe a committee of freeholders should be appointed, 
handed the present index of street names in the county, 
and charged with the task of striving manfully to rectify 
the total situation. 

Continuation of the present chaos — with the resulting 
danger to life and property — invites another method of 
changing street names. This alternative calls for rehashing 
all addresses by legislative fiat. 

In this one, we get such things as “all blocks numbered 
consecutively from the front steps of the courthouse” or the 
one in which streets running east and west are signalled 
with consecutive letters of the alphabet, while those run- 
ning north and south are listed in numerical order. 


It’s the Little Touches 
That Make Things Nice 


As the old saying goes, “It’s the little things . . .” 

It came to mind the other day when a local housewife 
happened to comment on Menlo Park's Southern Pacific 
passenger station. She felt that with the addition of a few 
plants and flowers, it could be made into a far more attrac- 
tive rail entrance to the city. 

A European by birth, the lady mentioned Salzburg as a 
classic example of what little esthetic touches can do to 
produce a very appealing visual atmosphere. 

With consistent and concerted effort, something of the 
same could be accomplished here in more detail. Menlo 
Park’s business and residential prominence on the Penin- 
sula certainly warrants it. 

The length of El Camino is another perennial eyesore. 
The idea of beuatifying it with trees and shrubbery has 
been advanced previously — died on the vine. 

The overhead telephone lines are the most glaring of 
this thoroughfare’s visual drawbacks. And the architecture 
lining it is uninspiring to say the least. 

These things aren't so easily remedied of course. But 
until that future day when they’re transformed into a more 
palatable view, couldn't some imaginat‘on hold sway? 
Santa Cruz Avenue merchants have moved into this direc- 
tion, showing what little touches can do to embellish their 
doorsteps. 

So-called esthetics of everyday living are not limited 
to the visual. 

This leads to a related thought about E] Camino: 
namely the plight of bus passengers. 

Local weather, especially inclement during the past 
winter and spring, underlines the need for shelters at the 
various bus stops. It’s not much fun standing out in the 
whipping cold wind and rain that form a definite part of 
California’s “blessed” climate. 

As it is, single benches at the Oak Grove Avenue main 
stops are the only creature comforts provided on the E] 
Camino bus routes through Menlo Park. 

All this is to say we're too often lost in grandiose plans 
for the future — meantime losing sight of today’s essentially 
simple needs. 

So interested and responsible parties — take note!

Is Near at Hand

We look forward to it, in spite of the fact that there 
are those who have misgivings about such affairs.

ETS TALK IT OVER: 
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Tax picture Is Dim

California taxpayers, among 
whom I am numbered, will cer- 
tainly be effected by what is 
done on state finances by this 
legislature Oddly enough, 
however, in view of the fact 
that adjournment is now less 
than two months away, it is 
still impossible to do more than 
guess what the final outcome 
cn taxes and budget mighht be. 

Even before this session con- 
yened in January, contradic- 
tory statements concerning tax- 
es had been issued by influen- 
tial parties. The governor reit- 
erated his compaign promise 
to request no new or increased 
taxes in his budget. From the 
Senate interim committee on 
transportation and public utili- 
ties came a report recommend- 
ing increased motor vehicle 
fuel taxes to improve local 
streets and roads. 

When the governor’s bud- 
get message was submitted 
late in January; it contained 
a number of recommenda- 
tions for tax changes. 
Promptly a partisan storm 
brewed, as to whether these 
proposals were, or were not, 
for tax increases. 


Widest in effect were those 
relating to the personal income 
tax, which called for elimina- 
tion of taxes below $10, stop- 
ping installment payments of 
the tax Jan. 1, 1964, and for 
withholding of the tax starting 


July 1, 1964. Next were pro- 
posals to drop installment pay- 
ment of bank and corporation 
taxes, and to put them on a 
current basis. Third, were 
those to speed up payment of 
insurance taxes. 

Official estimates fixed the 
zadded revenues from these and 
other changes at $165.3 million 
for fiscal 1963-64, and at $151.1 
million for 1964-65. Two-thirds 
of this latter amount, or $99.1 
million, would result from 
the withholding tax. 

Heaviest criticism has been 
directed at the withholding tax 
proposal, which provides for 
forgiveness of one-quarter of 
the 1964 tax due. It was point- 
ed out that this would in effect 
require individuals to pay one 
and three-quarters times their 
normal annual tax in one year. 
The resulting one-time jump in 
state revenues would be neces- 
sary to balance the budget in 
1964-65, according to the bud- 
get message. 

Republicans were not alone 
in criticizing the withholding 
tax proposal. Prominent De- 
mocratic legislators also 
questioned both its necessity 
and the equity of the for- 
giveness proposal. The state 
controller reiterated his ear- 
lier oppostion to it. 

Despite the lateness of the 
legislative hour, none of the 
bills containing these propos- 


als have been set for commit- 
tee hearing. Rumors are circu- 
lating that forgiveness of the 
income tax may be upped to 
50 or even 75 per cent, but 
noting definite is known. The 
chances for final passage of 
withholding are generally re- 
garded as slim. 

Prospects of higher taxes 
have also popped up in anoth- 
er direction. I have already 
writen in this column about the 
bill which would impose a one 
per cent tax on groceries 
bought for home consumption, 
the proceeds of which would 
be earmarked for schools. 
Since then a companion meas- 
ure to raise the tax on cigar- 
etes from 3 cents to 5 cents per 
pack, has been introduced. 

Since their author also in- 
troduced the bill to raise state 
support for public schools by 
$100 million per year, which is 
strongly supported by major 
education organizations, and 
since the bills together would 
produce about the state reve- 
nue needed to pay this added 
amount, they cannot be lightly 
dismissed. 

The motor vehicle fuel tax 
bill has passed the Senate and 
its supporters are confident it 
will pass the Assembly, but its 
ultimate fate rests with the 
governor. The fate of the oth- 
er tax bills interests all of us, 
but until they begin to move, 
those of us in each party can 
only make up our own minds 
as to the eventual outcome. 


Municipal Report: 


History of Truck Control 


Menlo Park now has a truck 
ordinance, limiting the move- 
ment of “through” truck traf- 
fic. The law applies to vehicles 
carrying more than three tons 
per axle. 

The ordinance was passed as 
an “emergency” measure, to 
keep city streets from being 
used by vehicles headed for 
other jurisdictions in which 
truck control ordinances are 
already in force. 

When the ordinance was in- 
troduced a few weeks ago, May- 
or William R. Lawson pointed 
out that truck traffic is a ne- 
cessary part of civilization as 
we know it. He added that all 
political jurisdictions should 
assume their responsibilities 
and share the burden. 

Why truck ordinances any- 

way? 

Several considerations are 

at issue. 

First, there’s the matter of 
safety. Homes front on at least 
part of most streets; these can 
be expected to house children 
who might ot always be heed- 
ful. 

Too, the residents of such 
houses might feel that their 
safety is endangered when they 
attempt to enter or leave their 
own driveways in cars. A col- 
lision with a truck is apt to be 
more serious than one involv- 
ing another auto. 

Then, there’s congestion. 
Trucks take up a lot of road 
space; they are slower than 
autos when moving out from 
“stop” signs. 

Also, heavy trucks are a lot 
harder on roads than lighter 
vehicular traffic. 

A large number of heavy 


trucks will noticeably wear a 
street, where cars won’t. Thus 
truck traffic is reflected in the 
tax bill, when street repairs 
become necessary. 

It was interpreted that 
Menlo Park’s new ordinance 
was designed to keep trucks 
serving the downtown Palo 
Alto business area from using 
Willow Road, but this is only 
part of its purpose. 

Actually, it’s designed to reg- 
ulate all through truck traffic, 
including that which in the fu- 
ture will be necessary as areas 
to the west of the city are 
built up. 

Whether the city of Palo Al- 
to had a “long range design” to 
force traffic serving its down- 
town area onto Menlo Park 
streets is a pretty moot point, 
but historically it would seem 


so. 

In the early 1950’s residents 
in part of that community or- 
ganized the Oregon Avenue 
Residents’ Association which, 
if memory serves, had as one of 
the major reasons for its being 
the writing of a truck ordi- 
nance which would keep the 
heavy vehicles off that partic- 
ular street. 

Other streets got added in- 
to the restricted pattern and 
the result was that trucks 
serving Palo Alto were forced 
onto Menlo Park thorough- 
fares. 

When the Willow Road-Bay- 
shore Freeway interchange was 
in the planning stage, repre- 
sentatives of Palo Alto city 
government and Chamber of 
Commerce were in the fore- 
front of those who argued to 
have the interchange of a full 


“cloverleaf,’ rather than less 
expensive ‘diamond’ design. 

It would seem they felt this 
was a good idea from self in- 
terest,rather than because they 
felt Menlo Park needed such an 
interchange for its own good. 

Apparently between that time 
and the present, Menlo Park 
city officials have felt that a 
common solution to the truck 
routing problem could be work- 
ed out by negotiation. 

But in March, the Palo Alto 
city council passed a new truck 
ordinance, which in essence 
was about the same as the old 
one, as far as making use of 
Menlo Park streets was con- 
cerned. 

The local reaction was swift. 

Truckers who have since 
visited city hall here to pick 
up copies of the new ordi- 
nance seem, in the main, to 
agree that it’s a “fair” ordi- 
nance in view of the laws in 
neighboring communities, ac- 
cording to observes at city 
hall. 

Actually, the truckers would 
like to have no regulatory or- 
dinances at all, but considering 
the state of things, they agree 
that Menlo Park’s ordinance is 
hardly better or worse than 
others. 

It has been suggested—nay, 
hoped—that Menlo Park’s new 
ordinance would encourage the 
opening of negotiations be- 
tween Menlo Park and Palo 
Alto, since as thing now stand 
trucks can’t move between Bay- 
shore Freeway and El Camino 
Real, legally, between Fifth 
Avenue and San Antonio Road. 

So far, there has been only 
silence.

County Budget Submitted

San Mateo County’s tax rate 
for 1963-64 will show a reduc- 
tion for the fifth year in a row, 
County Manager E. R. Stallings 
predicted today in his prelim- 
inary budget presented to the 
Board of Supervisors for study. 
Barring unforeseen changes, 
the rate will drop from $1.6111 
to $1.60. 

The spending program for 
the next fiscal year totals a 
record $40,408,722. Actually, 
the budget figure is $39,409,- 
612. The difference in the $39 
and $40-million figures is 
brought about by an order of 
the state controller to move 
the medical care expenditures 
($899,110), which has been car- 
ried in a trust account, into 
the regular budget. The entire 
amcunt is offset by state and 
federal grants, but appears to 
make the budget higher this 
year. 

The proposed budget shows 
an increase of $1,175,066 ov- 
er last year, one of the small- 
est boosts in many years. On 
a percentage basis the in- 


crease comes to 3.07 per cent. 
In 1962-63 the spending pro- 
gram went up $3,059,678 or 
8.7 per cent over the previ- 
ous year. 

For the past four months, 
Manager Stallings, Assistant 
Manager A. R. Middaugh and 
Senior Administrative Analyst 
Max Rolih have been negotiat- 
ing budget requests with de- 
partment heads. 

Requests submitted early in 
the year represented an in- 
crease of $5,575,128 over the 
previous year’s appropriations, 
an increase of 14.6 per cent. 
After adjustments, the re- 
quests were reduced a total of 
$3,400,952. Controller Ira A. 
Boynton has assisted in the 
technical development of the 
budget. 

“The small increase in the 
preliminary budget,” Stallings 
said, “resulted from the strict 
policy adopted by the Board of 
Supervisors that program ex- 
pansion be minimized to the 
point of meeting only manda- 
tory requirements.”

SHOULD BACK SENATOR 


Editor, the Recorder: 

Senator Richard J. Dolwig of San Mateo County has 
introduced Senate Bill 982 which would restore the mile 
and one-half limit around universities and colleges prohibit- 
ing the sale of liquor in this zone and reapealing the 
McAteer law. 


I believe this is a step in the right direction and as 
parents and voting citizens we should support this bill as 
a protection for our children and young people. 

I don’t think it is possible to stop people from drinking 
liquor, but we can place a few restraints in their way so 
that there is some protection to the young people. There 
are some who will drink in spite of what laws are passed. 

The men who are back of the beer and liquor interests 
don’t seem to have any conscience and I believe they would 
put a bar in every classroom if they thought it at all possible 
and there was not too much objection. You don't have to 
second guess which would suffer most if you mixed scholar- 
ship and liquor. Scholarship invariably falls by the wayside. 

Ann Landers, the syndicated newspaper columnist, says 
in her book, “Since You Ask Me,” in her advice to young 
people, “Stay away from liquor. I have never heard of 
liquor doing teen-agers any good. I've stacks of letters, 
however, from high school students who have confessed that 
if they hadn’t had too much to drink, they might have 
avoided trouble.” I believe the same applies to college 
students. 

Miss Landers also says, “The National Council of Alco- 
holism estimates that every day approximately 1000 Ameri- 
cans cross the line that divides the social drinker from the 
alcoholic.” But the most startling statistic is the five billion 
dollars spent on liquor every year. 

Another thing that should startle the taxpayer is that 
the cost of liquor far surpasses the taxes taken in on its 
sale. In the city of Pomona, California, there was consider- 
able boasting about the $30,000 collected in liquor taxes in 
one year but not a word was said about the $300,000, or 10 
teimes as much spent in maintaining the law. 

The editor of the Pomona Progress-Bulletin observed: 
“Sooner or later there will be a campaign to check the sale 
of intoxicating beverages, that wil Ibe waged on the basis 
that the cost of the liquor traffic to the public is unbear- 
able.” 

The conclusions should be obvious. We have to put 
some restraints on the sale of alcoholic beverages to pro- 
tect our young people and the sale of liquor is economically 
unsound to the taxpayer. 

Let us support Senator Dolwig in his proposed legis- 
lation to put a curb on the sale of liquor so close to our 
schools and colleges.

DEATH PENALTY BAN 


Editor, the Recorder: 

When a legislator answers a constituent and gives a 
single reason for opposing a piece of legislation, he must 
think that that reason is both correct and important. 

If the reason given to us by Senator Dolwig for oppos- 
ing the capital punishment moratorium is his best reason, 
then I suggest that the Senator abstain from voting because 
he plainly does not understand the issue. 

He said, “. . . I can not see that the moratorium would 
serve any purpose . . . except provide a period for further 
study and debate. . . . .” Just that. No other reason. Not 
even the old reliable “We must protect society.” or “It’s a 
deterrent to crime.” or “What about the family of the vic- 
tim?” Only that the moratorium would provide a period for 
further study and debate! 

In the first place, that should be a reason for voting 
for the bill rather than against it. How can a man who is 
paid by society to study and debate be against study and 
debate? 

There are at least two good reasons for a moratorium 
that our unstudying and non-debating Senator has ignored. 
It would allow time to study the result of suspending the 
death penalty before society takes the final step of aban- 
doning it or retaining it. Moreover, it would have the not 
inconsequential effect of saving the lives of those unbal- 
anced or underprivileged individuals who would be exe- 
cuted during the period.

Lawson Gives Reasons: 


Menlo Park’s Mayor Urges 


Highway Bond 


The campaign for passage of 
the June 4 city-county highway 
bond issue moved into high 
gear this week, with Mayor 
William Lawson of Menlo Park 
urging local citizens to lend 
support to “this vital measure.” | 

The mayor is a member of | 
the Greater Highways Commit- 
tee, an organization of repre- 
sentatives from labor, business, 
industry, all city governments, 
und the State Division of High- 
ways. | 

The committee in 1961 | 
sponsored the comprehensive 
study of long-range highway 
needs that resulted in the 
city-county highway plan 
now before the voters. 

“Now that the municipal and 
school elections are out of the 
way, all our efforts will be di- 
rected to this issue which plays 
such an important part in the 
future of Menlo Park and 
southern San Mateo county,” 
Lawson said. 

The three-stage, 30-year high- 
way plan is designed to fill the 
gap in highway and street im- 
provements and construction 
between those projects that 
will be financed from state and 
federal funds and by individ- 
ual cities. 

First stage of construction, 
to be completed by 1970, would 
be financed under a plan de- 
veloped by the Governmental 
Research Council which in- 
cludes a $35,000,000 bond issue. 

Lawson emphasized the crit- 
ical nature of the problem. 
| “Our inadequate road sys- 
tem is strangling industrial 
growth and compelling a 

number of established major 
industries in the county to 
look elsewhere for plant lo- 
cations,” he warned. 

Mayor Lawson admitted that 
“the frightening thing is that, 
unless the citizens of San Ma- 
teo County are fully informed 
about what the plan will do and 
the sound economy of its fi- 
nancing, they may vote against 
the bond issue simply as a re- 
flex action. 

“We have already passed the 
point where we can look only 
to today,” he continued. 

Lawson explained that Henry 
Bostwick, general manager of 
the San Mateo County Develop- 
ment association, has called at- 


tention to a study he made six

years ago which revealed a 
need for better road that even 
then was critical, and today is 
multiplied many times. 
“With the passing of time, 
this situation is bound to bring 
about a severe economic loss 
to the county—in jobs, pay- 
rolls, and the good tax revenue 


‘that comes from industrial de- 


velopment,’ Lawson said. 

Wallace Benson, of Bel- 
mont, chairman of the Citi- 
zens for City-County High- 
way Bonds, pointed out that 
between now and 1990, the 
State Dixision of Highways 
will triple the number of 
north-south freeway lanes 
and the cities will continue 
to provide for their individ- 
ual traffic needs. 


“These traffic ways must be 
tied together with adequate ar- 
terials, however, if they are to 
be fully effective,’ Benson 
said, ‘“‘and that is just what the 
city-county highway plan will 
do.”’

Its quarterly “basic safety and shooting fundamentals” 
class reaching its final stage, the Menlo Park Junior Rifle 
Club is ready to add more new, young shooters to its enroll- 
ment. Sponsored and managed by the Menlo Park Gun 
Club, the JRC is the only organization of its type in the 
area and it has been estimated that over the past ten years 
over 1000 youngsters have received gun safety and marks- 
manship training in the Club. 

Originally conceived as a Menlo Park community orga- 
nization, the Club has become regional in character, with 
about 30 per cent of the juniors from Menlo Park, 30 per 
cent from Palo Alto and the rest from the surrounding 
area. 

Once the novice shooter has had the required class- 
room schooling at the Nealon Park rec building in Menlo 
Park, he moves on to actual shooting at the Stanford Uni- 
versity smallbore range, which the Club rents at a low rate. 

It is here that the practical experience is gained. 
Shooting for pleasure or to learn, the youngsters always 
are under the watchful eye of a qualified rangemaster, for 


even a .22 target rifle can be dangerous if not treated with 
respect. 

Instructor Mark Green, in top left photo, supervises 
shooting of, left to right, Barton Plank, Bob Shibata and 
Chuck Rogers from the prone position. Marc Tempey (left 
center photo) fires from the offhand, or standing, position.

Tallying the score is the final necessary step. A check 
through the rangemaster’s spotter scope (top right) while 
firing is in progress is a start.

Oh well, it was good fun and 
the Comedia singers and dan- 
cers got so flambouyant about 
it that the old Central School 
stage seemed very small in- 
deed. 

They even brought in some 
of Texas by building an oil der- 
rick, or a very good simile of 
one, right on stage. That and 
the wooden Stutz Bearcat only 
added to the bigness. 

Dean MacLaine as Dynamite 
Joe was as rough and tumble 
a character as Comedia has 
come up with, Irish brogue 
and all, and a right pretty per- 
formance 'was, too. 

He had to hang loose to han- 
dle Corinne Kason, who as 
Wildcat Jackson was up to her 
usual superb self. Her num- 
bers, “Hey, Look Me Over!” 
and “Give a Little Whistle” 
are the ones best remembered 
by the public, but she and John 
Allan tore the house down 
with “What Takes My Fancy.” 
She can’t hit the high notes 
very well, but she sure can 
belt ’em out. 


Allan, one of Comedia’s sta- 
ble of character actors, set a 
new high for himself as the 
crusty old sourdough whose 
land oozed oil but who cetested 
civilization. 

Janell Pulis as Wildcat’s 
lame sister and Charles Grazi- 
ani as Tony were a charming 
couple whose romance was 
marred in only one place on 
opening night by a little black 
terrier dog who was supposed 
to go offstage by himself but 
who wandered to frontstage 
and looked over the audience. 

The two poorest show biz 
bets are animals and children, 
and Graziani was the victim 
this time, coolly forcing him- 
self to break off a tender mo- 
ment in the moonlight to hus- 


tle the curious hound back- 
stage to much applause. 

Lee Steele was the countess 
and Gene Pellegrini the sheriff 
in other outstanding character 
parts where the laughs were 
called for. 

They all were backed up by 
a large, too large perhaps, chor- 
us of singers and dancers who 
could and did do almost any- 
thing. Celia Richards Wilson’s 
choreography was excellent. 
And Guido August is to be con- 
gratulated for leaving at least 
a little elbow room in his set- 
tings. 

“Wildcat” plays Friday 
nights at the Comedia Thea- 
ter, 1300 El Camino Real in 
Menlo Park. Like its predeces- 
sors, it probably will run nigh 
onto forever.

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In the Garden: 


Gardeners the world over 
have certain shrubs they rely 
on more than others. Not that 
they are any more spectacular 
in bloom, but simply because 
they have proved themselves 
time and again these shrubs 
have become standbys for gar- 
den display. 

In California we have many 
standbys, but even here there 
are a few which warrant spe- 
cial attention. Right now let’s 


consider some that help to 
earry the summer garden. 


Abelia is one of | 


a shrub which you'll see at gar- 
den shows but one which you 
see a great deal of in Califor- 
nia gardens. The commonest 
form is Glossy Abelia, a shiny- 
leaved shrub of medium height 


which bears masses of fragrant 
white, tubular flowers through 
summer. 

It seems indifferent to Cali- 
fornia’s summer drought and 
always looks fresh and green 
no matter what care you give 
it. Another variety found in 
California is the Pink Abelia, 
more compact in growth but 
with the same shiny character 
to its foliage. 

Gardeners have a tendency 
to shear abelias and they lend 
themselves well to such han- 
dling—especially as flowering 
hedges. Nurserymen suggest 
using them less formally, how- 
ever, pruning by selection of 
branches rather than shearing. 

Such practice will convert 
the abelia into a more open 
and graceful shrub, resulting 
in more bloom at the same 
time because the older spent 
wood is removed leaving the 
fresh new blooming branches.

hydrangea, a shrub of truly; 
spectacular bloom. The large 
leaves are not in the least un- 
attractive and actually make 
their own contribution to the 
garden during spring and sum- 
mer. But the great beauty of 
this deciduous shrub lies in the 
huge terminal blossoms which 
crown each woody stem. 
Flower color ranges from 
white through shades of rose 
and pink to a rich blue. The 
latter requires iron in the soil 
to maintain its blue colors, but 
this is supplied easily by sev- 
eral available compounds. Hy- 


drangeas make wonderful table: 


displays when cut and the 
flowers can be hung upside 
down in a garage or basement 
to dry, after which they can be 
used for months by dry ar- 
rangements. Give the shrubs a

good rich soil and mulch 
around them with steer manure 
or peat at the beginning of 
summer. Water them well and 
this rapid grower will give an 
all-summer colorful display. 

The escallonias are a third 
family of shrubs which can be 
relied on heavily for summer 
color. They range in size from 
the semi-compact Red Escal- 
lonia up to the tall—growing 
Pink Escallonia. In between 
are numerous named varieties 
such as the red C. F. Ball and 
pink Apple Blossom, which 
give the gardener a wide va- 
riety of choice including the 
paper-white ones. 

Even the smallest escallonias 
make good sized shrubs and 
the larger ones can be trained 
easily into small trees. They 
bear their flowers in terminal

clusters and should be given 
an annual pruning in winter 
so that plenty of new wood will 
develop to carry more bloom 
the following year. 

Eseallonias have consider- 
able appeal for lazy gardeners 
since they are practically in- 
destructable and withstand not 
only drought, but the onslaught 
of wind or seashore conditions. 

The foliage is always green 
and glossy and the flower 
clusters come each year wheth- 
er you prune the shrubs or not. 
An all-around good shrub, 
escallonia makes a fine infor- 
mal hedge or screen. 

The fourth most useful shrub 
for summer gardens in Cali- 
fornia is the Oleander. Along 
the coast it fails to produce the 
bloom it is capable of but in- 
land, when weather warms up,

it breaks out in a coat of deli- 
eate blooms, ranging in color 
from white to red, with rose 
and pink and chamois colors 
in btween. 

The Oleander is a true sun 
lover and should be given its 
full quota of it. There’s noth- 
ing to match the robust display 
it produces when weather con- 
ditions are right and many an 
incoming tourist is stopped in 
his tracks by the sight of a 
shrub ten feet high and ten 
feet wide simply smothered 
with color. 

A row of them along a long, 
wide drive or down the prop- 
erty line can be spectacular. 
These long blooming plants can 
be used as shrubs or in tree 
form and are almost indestruc- 
tible as well as beautiful.

From the time a visitor steps inside 
the delicately wrought iron gate that 
masks the massive oak door behind 
them, he has, in effect, stepped into 
an earlier chapter of culture. Thick 
walled and spacious, the house is quiet 
and serene. It is furnished with cer- 
tainty and reflects the fact that the 
late Mr. Price and his wife spent un- 
counted weeks seeking furniture and 
accessories which would bring end- 
less satisfaction. The continuity of 
taste is remarkable considering the 
size of the house and could have been 
achieved only through the soul-trying 
patience that insists on perfection. 

For example, the rugs in the mis- 
sion-style house are handmade. Mr. 
Price designed them and chose the 
colors. Much of the furniture was 
similarly designed and executed by 
Spanish or Italian craftsmen. But 


many a story can be woven around the 
discovery of others — such as a 14th or 
15th century chest of drawers found 
in use in an attic bedroom in a small 
Italian town. The Prices spoke little 
or no Italian and the owner no Eng- 
lish, but still the item desired was 
described, the necessary discussion 
enjoyed and the purchase made. 

A corner fireplace in the kitchen 
(picttred at center above) is typical 
of the concise detailing that was em- 
ployed. Each tile is handmade, at- 
tested by a frieze of cherubs in which 
every face is different, and yet the 
result fits perfectly into its place. 

The inner garden of the courtyard 
centers on a central lily pool and with 
the adobe brick floor that stretches its 
length is again typical of the mission 
architecture carried out even in the 
outbuildings that house garden equip- 
ment,
